This round world seems not to have 
been built with an eye single to his 
convenience. For some thousands of 
years man has put up with certain 
natural defects in his earthly abode. 
But now he proposes to make such 
improvements on the globe as bis ad- 
vanced civilization and growing needs 
call fer. The nautical man was con- 
tent to double both capes for a few 
hundred years. But those little strips 
of land, connecting the great conti- 
nents, must long ago have suggested 
the idea of inter-oceanic canals. It 
seemed to many capitalists a fool- 
hardy undertaking when the Suez 
Canal project took definite shape, un- 


til it was successfully completed. 


Financialy the Suez chaanel has suc- 
ceeded beyond expectation. The 
stock of the compauy is selling at 40 
per cent. above par. Yet the English 
distrusted and denouaced the enter- 
prise from the start, and looked upon 
Lesseps, its daring originator, as a 
lunatic. The British government 
eventually were glad to buy the canal 
at a premium. 

The Darien Canal scheme bids fair 
to be carried out, although it is likely 
that all the capital needed will have 
to be drawn from Europe. Lesseps 
has a splendid reputation abroad, and 
the magnificent success cf his Suez 
project..has gained him great confi- 
dence. The Darien canal does not 
offer such difficulties as the Suez. The 
distance is only half as great, and its 
way is through solid rock and earth. 

“The shifting naiure of the sandy soil 
of Suez was the great trouble with 
the canal there. The summit of the 
Darien route does no exceed 260 feet 
abeve the sea. The preposed method 
of working, is to commence excavat- 
ing at the summit and tocarry the 
dirt on tramways to the shores, where 
it will be used in constructing artifi- 
cial harbors. 

Politically there appears to be no 
well founded objection to the canal. 
A powerful nation like the United 
States should hardly fear the control 
by foreign powers ef a ditch across 
the isthmus. As for its commercial 
features, the American shipowners are 
generally ingfavor of it, as indicated 
by interviews published in Eastern 
newspapers. The Panama Railroad 
Company is supposed to have joined 
forces with the canal company and to 
favor the scheme. The business of 
the overland roads would be disturbed 
by the opening of sueh a new highway 
ef inter-oceanic trade, but the canal 
would probably work no permanent 
injury to the railroads. As te the 
competition between the two great 
canals, the following is the opinion of 
a leading merchant of New York: 


_. “Both would be about the same. 


The.British steamers fow take from 
fifty-five te sixty-five days from Hong 
Kong to New York by way of Suez. 
Transit by way of Darien would 
occupy about the same length of time. 


But the Darieh route would be supe- 


rior in that it would avoid the intense 
heats of the Red Sea. Tea and other 
China produce, which come to us now 
via Pacific Mai! and Panama railroad, 
are much fresher and sweeter than 
thoas received via Suez. No one who 
has not been through the Red 82acan 
form an idea of the intecse heats 
which prevail there, and which are 
heightened to an eoormous degree by 
the refraction of the sun's rays from 
the great deserts of Asia and 4 frica. 


' The Peniasular, and Oriental, . aod 
other British lines which run through 
the canal, have tieir steamers fitted 


with enormeus port-holes, as large as 
doors, to let in as much air as possible. 
Great awnings are provided for the

How the Insects Condact Themselves 
in Surprise Valley—Their Peeuliar 
System of Rotation in Crops. 


Mr. Patterson, one of the proprie- 
tors of the Reno and Goose Lake stage 
line, came into town last night. In 
conversation with a GazgrTTE reporter, 
the subject of grasshoppers naturally 
icame to the surface. Mr. Patterson 
| says some people are making a great 


fuss about the hoppers because they 


| hav’nt got used to them. In Surprise 
Valley the ranchers are reconciled to 
the insects. The hoppers have spent 
the lust four summers with them. Al- 
though not flattered by their attention, 
the Surprise Valley people put up 
with them good naturedly and keep 
on sowing creps forthem every spring. 
The Surprise Valley hoppers . seem to 
be sensible of this resignation on the 
part of thejranchers.* The iasects there 
du not spread out diffusely all over 
the valley, eating here « little and 
there alittle. No, they keep together, 
devouring Jones’ crop one year, 
Smith’s the next seasen and Brown's 
the following summer. This peculiar ro- 
tation of crops is pleasing to the far- 
mers. The winged visitors have ap- 
peared there for. four successive sum- 
mers, This season they are scarce in 
Surprise Valley and next year they 
muy disappear. The best thing about 
the grasshopper is his ephemeral na- 
'ture. © There is comfort in the thought 
that he is only a transient boarder.

Grasshopper Eggs, 


William Everett, county assessor, 
came into town yesterday with some 
grasshopper eggs in his possession. 
The eggs were taken from the mead- 
ows Only a few miles from town. He 
reports the ground as being well 


sprinkled with them where these were 
found. The eggs were in little clus- 
ters or bunches of half a dozen or 
more. They are about an eighth of an 
inch in length, and in shape and color 
ciosely resemble date pits. Their sur- 
face is smooth and dry. The envelope 
of the egg is tough and elastic,yielding 
to slight pressure, and easily broken. 
When crushed the sac_ is found to 
be filled with athin, colérless, wder- 
less fluid substance, very slightly glu- 
tinous. The grasshopper is an excel- 
lent layer, but a wretched setter and 
takes no care of its young. A breed 
of good setters, but poor layers would 
suit this coudtry much better.
